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Fasting 


Fasting  is  not  an  issue  that 
most  of  us  have  on  the  front 
burner  of  our  hearts.  In  our 
world  of  obesity  and  eat  until 
you  "pop  or  drop"  we  rarely 
think  about  fasting.  Webster's 
defines  fasting  as  "the  art  of 
abstaining  from  food,  espe¬ 
cially  for  an  unusual  time  and 
often  as  a  form  of  religious 
observance." 

That  is  an  okay  definition 
but  the  Bible  has  a  great  deal 
more  to  say  about  fasting 
than  that  and  the  practice  of 
fasting  is  something  that  all 
of  us  might  wish  to  consider 
and  understand  the  benefits 
that  could  be  derived  from  it. 
Let  me  say  quickly  that  I  rec¬ 
ognize  and  we  all  should  be 
aware  that  there  are  health 
considerations  that  would 
prevent  some  people  from 
even  thinking  about  fasting 
from  food.  It  would  be 
unwise  and  even  dangerous 
to  do  so.  On  the  other  hand 
there  are  times  and  wavs  in 
which  many  of  us  mignt  be 
blessed  by  a  fast. 

In  a  practical  way  I  have 
observed  that  there  are  basi¬ 
cally  three  ways  in  which 
fasting  occurs.  One  is  inten¬ 
tional^  one  is  unintentional, 
and  the  third  one  is  imposed. 

Intentional  fast  is  when 
someone  simply  decides  that 
they  are  going  to  focus  on 
staying  away  from  eating  for 
a  period  of  time  and  give 
their  attention  to  other  issues 
or  simply  focus  on  the  Lord. 

The  unintentional  fast 
takes  place  simply  because 
there  are  things  that  have 
arisen  to  such  a  position  in 
your  life  that  you  simply 
ignore  or  forget  about  eating 
for  a  period  of  time.  Grief 
experiences  can  create  that  in 
a  person. 

The  imposed  fast  takes 
place  when  somebody  simply 
declares  that  everybody  in  a 
group  or  a  church  join  in  a 
period  of  fasting.  Usually 
that  kind  of  fast  seems  to  be 
the  least  productive  or  the 
least  meaningful. 

Let  me  address  this  topic 
from  a  personal  and  private 
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way  to 

encourage  you 
and  me  to  con¬ 
sider  what  the 
benefits 
would  be 

when  we  carry 
out  physical 
fasting. 

First,  it  is 
important  to  - 

realize  that  fasting  is  not  just 
to  eliminate  but  to  elevate. 
Just  to  hear  the  word  fasting 
causes  many  of  us  to  think 
about  what  we  would  have  to 
do  without,  but  from  a  bibli¬ 
cal  standpoint  it  is  important 
to  see  that  we  should  fill  our 
lives  with  other  things  that 
become  more  significant  to 
elevate  the  other  desires  and 
other  hungers  of  our  heart  to 
a  new  level. 

Food  dominates  the  think¬ 
ing  of  so  many  people.  When 
am  I  going  to  eat  next  and 
what  am  I  going  to  eat?  We 
have  hardly  crammed  the  last 
bite  into  our  mouths  from 
breakfast  before  we  are  won¬ 
dering  what  the  noon  meal 
will  hold  for  us.  That  is  sad! 

Think  about  this  in  a 
broader  context.  Maybe  there 
are  times  you  should  elevate 
other  hungers  over  some  of 
the  things  you  fill  your  life 
with  beyond  just  food. 

Sometime  ago  I  heard  Lee 
Royce,  the  president  of 
Mississippi  College  in 
Clinton,  talking  about  taking 
a  "news  fast. As  he  talked 
about  it  I  began  to  realize  it  is 
true.  I  can  do  without  hearing 
all  of  the  news  and  the  news 
goes  on  without  me.  In  reality 
most  of  what  I  hear  on  the 
news  doesn't  particularly 
help,  enchurage,  bless,  or 
enrich  my  life.  1  could  be  like 
maybe  some  of  you  and 
become  simply  a  news  junkie.

In  our  world  with  so  many 
different  news  outlets  grind¬ 
ing  out  information  24  nours 
a  day,  we  can  just  live  taking 
in  from  one  moment  to  the 
next  the  latest  bombing  here 
or  there,  or  the  sentencing  of 
some  celebrity,  or  the  five 
minute  ticker  from  the  Dow 
Jones.  What  would  happen  if 
you  weren't  watching  it  r  Life 
would  go  on  and  you  would 
miss  very  little. 

Here  is  the  point:  Instead 
of  just  eating  and  drinking  in 
the  news,  wnat  if  you  substi¬ 
tuted  Bible  reading,  medita¬ 
tion,  and  prayer? 

Throughout  the  day  you 
would  begin  to  realize  now 
many  minutes,  possibly  hours, 
you  spend  listening  to  the 
news  on  the  radio,  watching  it 
on  television,  or  reading  it  in 
the  newspaper.  How  much 
better  would  your  life  be  if 
you  filled  all  that  time  with  a 
walk  with  God,  a  talk  with 
Him,  or  even  reading  godly  or 
encouraging  material? 

Instead  of  being  hungry  for 
all  of  those  things  that  may 
slightly  benefit  you,  elevate 
those  hungers  that  if  fed, 
would  strengthen  you  in  soul, 
spirit,  mind,  and  purpose. 

Secondly,  I  would  point 
out  that  fasting  is  not  just  to 
punish  but  to  prioritize.  The 
Hebrew  word  tnat  is  translat¬ 
ed  "fast"  in  Scripture  literally 
means  to  "afflict  the  soul  or  to 
afflict  self." 


The  Greek 
word  used  in 
the  New  Testa¬ 
ment  is  related 
to  self-denial, 
but  fasting  is 
not  just  to  nurt 
you  or  to  pun¬ 
ish  your  body. 
It  is  for  you  to 
■  '™  prioritize  the 

truly  lasting  things  in  life  and 
eternal  things  of  value. 

You  may  be  fasting  and 
seeking  the  Lord  as  you  are 
trying  to  make  a  critical  deci¬ 
sion  in  life  or  maybe  you  are 
facing  a  dilemma  like  Hannah 
when  she  was  so  burdened 
and  fasting  because  she  was 
childless. 

It  could  be  that  you  are  dis¬ 
traught  with  grief  over  the 
loss  of  someone  or  something 
in  your  life.  Those  are  the 
times  to  prioritize  and  refocus 
attention  on  what  is  truly 
meaningful  and  the  One  who 
is  truly  powerful. 

Sometimes  in  the  Bible  this 
dimension  of  fasting  had  to 
do  with  self  punishment  and 
became  a  spiritual  mark  that 
you  were  a  dedicated,  reli¬ 
gious  person.  Jesus  changed 
tnat  and  said  if  you  are  going 
to  fast,  don't  go  around 
announcing  it  to  everybody. 

Don't  go  around  looking 
down  in  the  dumps  and  give 
the  appearance  that  you  are 
so  sola  out  to  God  tnat  you 
have  to  look  dismal  all  the 
time.  No,  He  said  brighten  up 
your  life  and  do  not  give  an 
appearance  as  though  you  are 
fasting  for  the  real  point  of 


the  fast  is  not  just  to  punish 
yourself  but  to  find  the  glori¬ 
ous  and  delightful  priorities 
of  life  in  the  Lord. 

A  final  thought  about  fast¬ 
ing  is  that  it  is  not  just  an 
action  to  say,  "No,"  but  an 
action  and  opportunity  to 
"grow." 

Whatever  brings  you  to  a 
fast  whether  it  is  intentional, 
unintentional,  or  even 
imposed,  it  can  be  a  growing 
experience.  It  can  even  be  a 
block  of  time,  a  day,  three 
days,  or  maybe  longer  where 
literally  you  so  reorder  your 
life  not  to  let  the  lesser 
hungers  control  every  moment 
and  every  decision  that  the 
real  hunger  of  God  that  the 
real  thirst  for  His  will  and  His 
word  in  your  life  can  be 
anchored  by  a  revolutionary 
transitional  time  of  genuine, 
Bible  oriented  fasting. 

Apart  from  medical  hin¬ 
drances,  for  most  of  us  a  fast 
would  be  good.  For  most  of 
us  to  fast  a  day  would  not 
cause  us  to  dry  up  and  be 
blown  away  by  the  wind  at 
night,  but  it  could  bring  us  to 
a  place  before  God  where  we 
would  find  the  wind  of  God 
blowing  upon  us  to  bless,  use, 
enrich,  ana  encourage  us. 

Far  beyond  my  thoughts  or 
my  encouragement  to  you, 
talk  to  God  and  let  Him  guide 
you  in  the  fast  that  may  bless 
your  heart  and  make  a  differ¬ 
ence  in  your  life.

III.  Christians  Possess  an 
Inexpressible  Joy  (1  Pe  1:6-9). 

Peter's  audience  was  begin¬ 
ning  to  face  intense  persecu¬ 
tion.  Despite  their  suffering, 
Peter  reminded  them  that  their 
trials  would  be  brief  compared 
to  the  eternal  reward  awaiting 
them.  One  of  the  paradoxes  or 
Christianity  is  that  although 
believers  may  endure  hard¬ 
ships,  they  can  rejoice  because 
trails  validate  the  authenticity 
of  their  faith  and  lead  them  to 
godliness.  If  through  suffering 
a  believer's  faith  is  proven  to 
be  real,  he  will  receive  "praise, 
glory  and  honor"  when  Jesus 
returns.  True  believers  will 
continue  in  their  faith,  trusting 
in  God  during  life's  chal¬ 
lenges.  Even  though  believers 
have  never  seen  Jesus,  they 
maintain  a  growing  love  for 
Him.  Although  suffering  is 
real  for  Christians,  believers 
now  enjoy  salvation  and  in 
eternity  will  experience  it  fully 
at  the  revelation  of  Jesus  Christ 
(Schreiner  2003,  70).

Admitting 
his  own  frailty,  Hezekiah  sent 
word  to  Isaiah  that  it  was  a  day  of 
"distress,  rebuke,  and  disgrace." 
His  distress  was  not  caused  by 
foe  imminent  attack  of  foe 
Assyrians,  but  by  five  "rebuke"  of 
God  because  of  their  sin.  Using 
the  analogy  of  a  child  trying  to  be 
bom  but  without  the  strength  to 
do  so,  he  confessed  his  own 
inability  to  deal  with  foe  pending 
disaster.  If  we  are  to  allow  God 
to  deliver  us  from  undeliverable 
situations,  we  must  first  admit 
our  own  weakness.  When  we 
can't.  He  can! 

Ask  for  God's  Help  (2  Kings 
19:5-7, 14-19) 

Isaiah  responded  with  a 
message  of  hope  from  God. 
"Do  not  be  afraid."  God 
would  cause  Sennacharib  to 
return  home  when  he  heard  a 
rumor  that  king  of  Egypt  was 
marching  to  to  fight  him. 

Instead  of  invading  Judah, 
Sennacharib  sent  the  king  a  defi¬ 
ant  letter  making  one  last  demand 
for  surrender.  He  boasted  that  no 
gods  could  keep  foe  army  of 
Assyria  from  destroying 
Hezekiah  again 


Jerusalem. 


IV.  Christians  Are  Blessed 
with  the  Revealed  Gospel  (1 
Pe  1:10-12). 

Believers  in  Jesus  Christ  repre¬ 
sent  foe  fulfillment  of  prophecy. 
Old  Testament  prophets  were  care¬ 
ful  to  investigate  fully  foe  salvation 
about  which  they  prophesied, 
although  they  only  observed  it 
from  a  distance.  They  had  a  pre¬ 
dictive  ministry  but  did  not  live 
during  its  fulfillment.  Peter's  read¬ 
ers,  however,  were  privileged  to 
live  during  the  time  of  the  fulfill¬ 
ment  of  these  prophesies. 
Contemporary  Christians  should 
be  reminded  of  how  blessed  we 
are  to  have  the  gospel  message  as 
revealed  through  Scripture, 
because  it  provides  us  with  a  clear¬ 
er  understanding  of  God'splan  of 
redemption  that  neither  foe  Old 
Testament  prophets  nor  heavenly 
angels  ever  experienced. 

The  blessings  Peter  identi¬ 
fies  for  believers  are  numerous. 
God  has  taken  the  initiative  to 
equip  us  with  all  that  is  needed 
to  live  confidently  for  Him  here 
on  earth  while  we  faithfully 
await  the  glories  of  heaven.

ter  before  Him,  ana  prayed.  In 
one  of  the  finest  prayers  in 
Scripture,  he  addressed  God  as 
the  one  true  God  who  created  and 
reigned  over  heaven  and  earth. 
His  reference  to  the  mercy  seat 
recalled  foe  covenant  between 
God  and  Israel.  The  objective  of 
this  prayer  was  God'sglory,  not 
Hezekiah's  survival  Tne  Lord's 
assurance  of  deliverance  came  to 
Hezekiah  through  foe  poetic 
words  of  Isaiah 

That  night  185,000  men  in  foe 
Assyrian  were  put  to  death  by 
the  angel  of  foe  Lord. 
Recognizing  foe  supernatural 
quality  of  this  event,  Sennacharib 
withdrew  to  Ninevah  and  was 
later  assassinated. 

All  of  us  will  experience  crises. 
Even  Hezekiah,  the  most  godly 
king  of  Judah,  faced  peril  and 
disaster  for  himself  and  his 
nation.  We  can  learn  much  from 
his  example.  He  showed  by  both 
words  and  actions  that  he  trusted 
God  to  deliver  him.  Faith  is  not  a 
safeguard  from  problems,  but  it 
is  the  answer.

Annie  Hart  is  a  mother,  a 
wife,  and  a  student  working  on 
a  master  s  degree  in  business 
administration  at  William  Carey 
College  (WCC)  in  Hattiesburg. 
She  is  also  a  soldier  —  a  second 
lieutenant  in  the  National 
Guard,  Detachment  1,  currently 
serving  in  Iraq.
